bereas the Parliament, his High- 
Swag nels the Toꝛd pꝛotectoꝛ and the 
W Council, by reaſon of ſome late 
SK2d:We@1! Rebellions and Inlurrections 
within this Common-wealth , 
andupon occaſion of many dangers and fron- 
bles threatned from beyond the Seas, have 
been neceſfitated to imploy divers Perſons in 
their Service fo2 ſuppreſſing the laid rebellious 
Inlurrections, and fo2 ſecuring the Peace, 
and carrying on the Publick Service of theſe 
Nations, which the ſaid Perſons have wil⸗ 
lingiy engaged in; whereof His Highneſle and 
arltament well appꝛoving, and being fully 
atisfied of their Fidelity and Integrity in 
ſuch their Actings, and that their Endeavors 
tended only to the Security and Advantage 
of the Publick, and Reformationof theſe Na- 
tions, without any ſiniſter reſpects of their 
own; and therefore conceive themſelves to be 
obliged in Hono2 and Juſtice, that they be pꝛo⸗ 
tected and acquitted from any Suit, Action, 
P2oſecution oꝛ Moleſtation, foz oz tn reſpect 
of ſuch Service, = on

ment, and the Authority thereof, That all 
and every perſon and perſons, who have be- 
fore the twentieth day of ) une, One thouſand 
ſix hundred fifty and ſeven, mediately oz im⸗ 
mediately, acted 02 done, 02 commanded oz 
appointed to be acted 02 done. 02 by command 
02 appointment have acted oꝛ done any matter 
92 thing whatſoever by Uertue oꝛ Authority 
of Parliament, his Highneſſe the Lozd Pꝛo⸗ 
tectoꝛ 02 the Councill, by any Commiſſion oz 
Inſtructions from them, oꝛ any of them. 
That every ſuch perſon and perſons ſhall be, 
and are hereby fully Acquitted , Pardoned, 
and Diſcharged of and from all Actions, 
Suits , Indictments, Puformations, Pꝛo⸗ 
ſecutions, Judgements, Executions, and 
Moleſtations whatſoever, foz oꝛ concerning 
the ſame ; but that ſuch their Actings and 
Dervice , and whatſoever hath enſned there- 
upon, ſhall in no time hereafter be called in 
queſtion , whatſoever be the Quality of the 
perſon, oꝛ of whatſoever kind oz degree, Civil 
02 Criminal, the Offence oꝛ Injury is ſup⸗ 
poſed to be; And that no mention be made 
thereof in time to come, in Judgment oz Ju⸗ 
dicial Pꝛoceedings, but that the lame be had 
and put in perpetual Oblivion; And that the 
ſaid Council fo2 all Acts done, oz adviſed to 
be done by them as afozeſaid, ſhall be and 
are hereby UtkeWwiſe Acquitted , Pardoned, 
and Diſcharged, to all intents and purpoſes 
aforeſaid, 

And it is further Enacted by the Authoꝛity 
aforeſaid, That Richard Hill Eſq; Samuel Wil-

Dums of Money , which by Oꝛder of his 
Þighneſſe and Council, they, oz any of them 
have paid in to the uſe of the Commonwealth: 
And that the ſaid late Commiſſioners foz 
Pꝛize⸗Goods, and the ſaid Treaſurer,ſhall not 
be lyable to any Suit oz Action foꝛ the Pay- 
m_ the laid Dums of Money, oꝛ any part 
And be it further Enacted by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That all Acts, Oꝛdinances and 
O2ders of Parliament, which have heretofoze 
been made foꝛ the Encouragement, Indemp⸗ 
nity, and ſaving harmteſs of ſuch perſons as 
have in any ſort, either by Sea oꝛ Land, En- 
gaged, Acted, 02 done any matter oꝛ thing 
whatſoever, by Authority, oz koz the ſervice o2 
benefit of the Parltament ; and every Clauſe, 
Article and Sentence in them, oꝛ any of them 
contained, ſhall ſtand and remain, and be in 
full force. effect and vertue, and be put in pra- 
ctice and execution, and be pleadable and made 
uſe of in all Courts of Juſtice, as fully and 
abſolutely to all intents and purpoſes, as if 
the ſame had been now made particularly foz 
ſuch purpoſe, 5 

And be it Oꝛdained and Enacted by the Au⸗ 
thority aforeſaid, That all and every the 
Words, Clauſes. and Sentences in this Act, 
and in all and every other the Acts, O2dt- 
nances and Oꝛders of Parliament, ſhall be 
adjudged, expounded, = takeninall Co

and proceedings of Juſtice, and elſe-where, 


moſt benefictal and available unto all and ſin- 
gular the perſons that have ſo acted oz done 
by any Authority as aforeſaid, oz foz the ſer- 
vice oꝛ benefit of the Parliament, oz other- 
wiſe as aforeſaid, And foꝛ further relief and 
eaſe of the perſons aforeſaid, It is likewiſe 
Enacted; That if upon any Tryal oz Pꝛo⸗ 
ceedings in any Court of Juſtice, it ſhall ap- 
pear unto the Judge oꝛ Judges before whom 
ſuch tryal oz pꝛoceedings (hall be had oꝛ made, 
that the party that hath ſo acted by the Au⸗ 
thority as aforeſaid, oꝛ foꝛ the ler vice oz bene- 
fit of the Parliament, oꝛ otherwiſe as afore- 
ſaid, hath not had oꝛ cannot have ſuch full be- 
nefit and juſt reitef, as by this and other Acts, 
Oꝛdinances, and O2ders of Parliament, 
was intended oꝛ pꝛovided, Then ſuch Judge 
and Judges ſhall, and are hereby required to 
make Certificate thereof to the Barons of the 
Exchequer ; upon which Certificate the ſaid 
Barons, oꝛ any two of them ſhall have Au⸗ 
thority, and are hereby tmpowered.authozzed 
andrequired, upon ſuch Certificate and Com- 
plaint of the party grieved, to proceed and do

mentioned and intended ſhall be adfudged and 
deemed to be Within all and every the ſad 
Acts, Oꝛdinances, and Oꝛders of Parkia- 
ment, as if the ſame had been particularly ex⸗ 
preſſed and compriſed in the lame, and to have 
relief, and be proceeded in accordingly, 

Pꝛovided, That nothing in this Act be 
conſtrued oz underſtood fo revive the Power 
of the ſatd Committees in any of the former 
Acts oꝛ Oꝛdinances of Parliament named. ſo 
as to enable the ſaid Committees to inter⸗ 
meddle in the execution of any of the laid Acts 
92 Oꝛdinances. 
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
